These 196 people were in 103 households; 41 families and 63 adult only households.
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The Top 3 agencies who housed the most households in September were: Safe Haven Family
Shelter (21), Operation Stand Down (21), and The Salvation Army (11).
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93 people were housed with rapid re-housing subsidies in September, followed by 39 people who were
housed with no subsidy, and 23 people who were housed in public housing units.
